> Town agrees to 
send out request 
for proposal to 
third-party firms

The efficiencies and effec¬ 
tiveness of various depart¬ 
ments within the Town of Fort 
Erie need to be reviewed, in 
the opinion of some members 
of council. 

On Monday night, local 
politicians discussed a motion 
made by Ward 4 Coun. John 
Hill on a third-party review of 
Town staff. A report was later 
approved, moving ahead with 
the councillor's idea and now a 
request for proposal will be 
sent out and the Town will wait 
to hear back from firms who 
show Interest in conducting 
the review. 

Hill said it is his estimation 
that an operational review of 
any corporation or municipali¬ 
ty represents sound business 
practice and could identify the 
strengths, weaknesses and 
opportunities available within 
staff. 

"The Town of Fort Erie 
should be no different," he 
said.

Hill continued by saying 
that a review should be con¬ 
sidered an "investment in 
our future" and that while he 
was on the campaign trail, 
he heard interest from resi¬ 
dents on a review, as many 
want to be assured their tax 
dollars are being spent wise¬ 
ly- 

"Moving forward with an 


operational review should 
be perceived by all as a posi¬ 
tive step forward, allowing 
us to be the best we can be," 
said Hill.

"The cost of the review is a 
one-time cost and the sav¬ 
ings or efficiencies that we 
find are there year after 
year." 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular, 
the most experienced politi¬ 
cian on council next to 
mayor Doug Martin, said he 
has no issues with support¬ 
ing this motion at this stage, 
since it is only asking for a 
request for proposal. 

He said the shortfalls the 
Town is already working 
with need to be considered 
when motioning for the 
review, especially because of 
the high price range given in 
2008 for a similar undertak¬ 
ing. 

"I'm quite interested to see 
what the costs will be, predi¬ 
cated on the fact that we 
have a lot of challenges in 
regards to the current budg¬ 
et," said Shular. 

Currently in his third term, 
Shular also said he is confi¬ 
dent with the staffing levels 
in place at the Town. 

"I've been here for 


years and I honestly believe 
we do have the right people 
on the right jobs," said 
Shular. 

The Town's chief adminis¬ 
trative officer Harry 
Schlange advised members 
of council that It isn't proper 
practice to put out for a 
request for proposal, without 
having a funding structure in 
place. He said it should be 
made known by firms who 
apply to conduct the review 
that it is subject to budget 
approval. 

"It's just good business to 
do that, you should notify 
the suppliers if you're getting 
them to do work, that it is 
subject to budget approval," 
said Schlange. 

According to the report, 
the review would be an oper¬ 
ating expenditure that would 
be charged by the general 
levy operating budget. Since 
there is no base funding in 
the general levy for this 
expenditure, it would be pro¬ 
vided for council considera¬ 
tion as an item in the 2011 
general levy supplementary 
budget. A request for 
$100,000 to $120,000 would 
create a potential increase to 
the general levy of 0.58% to

Returning to the council 
chambers shortly before 10 
p.m., it was announced that 
the new members of coun¬ 
cil support the recount, but 
under the condition that 
the applicant does not 


attempt to recover any 
costs incurred from the 
Town of Fort Erie. 

All parties will have to 
agree on a consent order 
for a recount using a vote 
tabulator machine. 

On Tuesday, Town clerk 
Carolyn Kett explained all 
parties have to 
agree with this, 
pointing out how 
mayor Doug 
Martin still has 
the option of 
agreeing to move 
ahead with a 
recount or oppos¬ 
ing it. 

"He may still 
oppose the appli¬ 


cation and request it to be 
dismissed, or he may agree 
to the recount," said Kett. 

Martin was contacted by 
the Times on Tuesday after¬ 
noon, coincidentally while 
he was on his way to speak 
to his legal team about 
what the next steps will be. 

"We're going to assess 
what my options are," said 
Martin. 

"I'll make a decision once 
I get legal counsel." 

On the other side of the 
puzzle, Brunton is satisfied 
with the resolution passed 
by council, saying it was 
never planned to seek re¬ 
payment from the Town of 
Fort Erie, over any costs the 


recount might create. 

"We never actually did 
have any intentions to go 
after them for legal costs," 
said Brunton on Tuesday. 

"It appears at this time, 
we will not chase costs," he 

On Oct. 25, incumbent 
mayor Doug Martin defeat¬ 
ed his only challenger Ann- 
Marie Noyes with 4,836 
votes to her 4,832. 

On Nov. 9, a recount was 
conducted and Martin 
came ahead with one more 
vote than originally count¬ 
ed.

Craitor wants to create more 
access for grandparents 


Most of the time when 
Niagara Falls member of 
provincial parliament Kim 
Craitor visits the Fort Erie 
council chambers he is pro¬ 
viding an update on funding 
for local projects, or is there 
to discuss how he can be of 
assistance as the area's rep¬ 
resentative at Queen's Park. 

On Monday night, the 
tables had been turned, as 
Craitor asked council for its 
support on a private mem¬ 
bers bill he is attempting to 
have passed at the provin¬ 
cial level that would allow 
grandparents the right to 
visit have access to or gain 
custody of their grandchil- 

"Unfortunately, in this 
nuclear age, it appears our 
court system has lost sight of 
this important relationship 
between grandparents and 
grandchildren," said Craitor 
in his presentation. 

He said that too often, 
contested divorces, mar¬ 
riage breakdowns 
and the loss of a 

child to be ignored 
or suffer from 
abuse. Craitor 
feels it needs to be 
realized that 
grandparents can 
often provide 
some light at the 
end of the tunnel 
for these children, 
a safe haven of 

"Frankly in 
these situations 
like this, the courts 


simply do not recognize that 
this relationship can be very 
positive," he said. 

In his experience, he says 
there are some judges who 
agree the grandparent 
makes a good case and are 
fully capable of providing a 
loving home, but assistance 
cannot be provided because 
the law doesn't give them 
any special consideration. 

"To people who passion¬ 
ately care about maintaining 
this relationship, this com¬ 
ment is especially cruel," 
said Craitor. 

Craitor feels strongly it is 
time to change that attitude 
and with the support of 
municipal councils like Fort 
Erie, it helps give a voice to 
the goal of ensuring every 
grandchild has the right to a 
loving relationship with all 
of their grandparents, only if 
it is "in the best interests of 
the child." 

He said relationships 
between parents can often 
end with spite, revenge and 
hatred, something that isn't 
fait for the children to be 


caught up in the middle of. 

"No child should be used 
as a weapon," said Craitor. 

He has been working c 
bringing this bill forward for 
the last six years and during 
that time has learned mori 
than 75,000 grandparents it 
Ontario have been denied 
the right to access one or 
more of their grandchildren, 
which in his calculations 
means that about 112,500 
children didn't get to see 
their grandparents. 

He has over 20,000 s: _ 
tures on a petition he started 
when he first brought the 
idea forward and has 
already been given support 
from the Canadian 
Association for Retired 
People, along with other 
municipalities. 

Supported unanimously 
by council at the end of the 
meeting, Craitor is asking 
for an amendment to the 
Children's Law Reform Act 
to "emphasize the impor¬ 
tance of children's relation¬ 
ships with their parents and 
grandparents."

Before council returned 
with its resolution, earlier 
in the meeting a delegation 
was made by Crystal Beach 
resident Kim Gallagher, 
who has concerns about 
the process. 

In early December, she 
filed a request to the Town 
under the Municipal 
Freedom of Information 
and Protection Privacy Act. 

In her request, she asked 
for a laundry list of items 
and information such as 
the make and model num¬ 
ber of the vote tabulating 
equipment used on elec¬ 


tion day and for the Nov. 9 
recount. 

She also asked for the 
name and employer of the 
individual who pro¬ 
grammed the memory 
cards used on both 
days...among several other 
items. 

The point behind her 
presentation, was to ask 
council for relief of the $960 
she has been told will need 
to be paid in order to 
receive and be given access 
to the information she 
requested. 

"As a senior citizen on a 
fixed income, I'm asking 
council to waive these fees, 


for me to view these docu¬ 
ments," she said. 

Town clerk Carolyn Kett 
pointed out that exempting 
Gallagher from these costs 
is not the responsibility of 
the council and that 
through the Municipal 
Freedom of Information 
and Protection Privacy Act, 
this authority is delegated 
to the clerk. 

Proof of income needs to 
be submitted, something 
Gallagher has not yet done, 
said Kett.
